New system 
should aid 
enrollment 
procedure

eginning with the falll semester, 
Missouri Southern will implement 
new pre-enrollment system 

“We're just trying (6 improve the sys- 
tem," said Sidney Shouse) asistant vice 
president and controller. “We're always 
trying to find new ways to imprmne the 
service to the students” 

Under the present system, students 
must pay a “block sum" before they can 
pick up their books and attend classes 
Under the new system, starting in mid 
April, a) $25 deposit willl be required to 
hold the student's pre-enrollment sched. 
ule beyond the month in which the stis- 
dent pre-enrolls The student has until the 
30th of that month to pay this depenit, or 
the student's schedule will be dropped. 

“If you're serious about enrollirig. this 
deposit will confirm that," sald Shouse 

According to Dr. Eagene Mouser, reg 
{strar, about 10 percent’of the preenrolled 
students do not show up for classes the 
next semester. 

“Tthink the only thing that will cause 
some problems will be the people comirig 
up with the $25 deposit,” Mouser safd 

In essence, the student is Just “paying 
the deposit to confirm his schedule’ 

The new pre-enroliment policy also 
will bring a change inthe tuition pay= 
ment. Students will now be billed two 
weeks after the start of the semester so 
they will havea chance to make any ad 
ditions’ or drops in! classes and become 
settled With their new schedule 

“Iéwe're not paid by the specified date 
in the bill, we'll send a notice to drop the 
student's courses; 

This later payment date will givo the 
students additional time to pay and will 
eliminate the long lines at the 
counter” 

“This systemiis designed to sco what 
classes are inidemand and adjust accor: 
dinglyy” said Shouse. 

A final change brought about by’ the 
new preenrollment system will be the 
rental of textbooks. 

Students are presently required to pay 
their tuition in full in order to receive 
their books. But beginning July 5, they 
will be able to pick up their books (accor. 
ding to availability) by paying « $25 
deposit to the bookstore. 

The book deposit and the preenroll 
ment depasit will be subtracted from the 
total amount of tuition: If the student's 
financial aid package covers tuition plus 
books, both deposits will be refunded by 
the third week of school 

“The beauty of this is that it gives the 
students an opportunity to pick up their 
books earlier and pay later,” said Shouse 

This new preenrollment system | has 
been “in the works” for about two years 

“Last summer, the administration gave 
us top priority for this" Shouse said. 

Many other respected colleges, in: 
cluding Ohio State and Oklahoma State 
University, have used this type of system 
for several ‘years and) have had | much 
success 

“The idea for’ this [new system] 
originally came from Dr. {Floyd} Belk.”

Council votes to extend 


runway at Joplin airport 


Proposal will call for the vacating of Gum Road

onsidering numerous items and 
proposals, including the vacating 
of Gumi Road, the Joplin City 
Council met in regular session’ Monday 
It was proposed the road be vacated in, 
order for the Joplin Airport to extend its 
Dorth-south runway. Several people spoke 
at the meeting about the proposal; in- 
cluding a pilot who was concerned with 
pilot and passenger safety, Alden Beurge, 
the pilot and an airport advisory board 
member, was in favor of the runway ex- 
tension because it would bring about nec- 
essary repairs to the runway 

















way," said Rosenberg. “For those who 
don't fly, airplanes land into the wind and 
take off into the wind, It is dangerous to 
land with winds at a 90-degree angle (to 
the plane's wings), At our a(rport, our 
main runway is subject to rather severe 
crosswinds One pilot told me that today 
winds were up to 36 knots.”
